ELYRIA, Ohio (AP)—Is Albert 
Huffman of Elyria in the utilities 
business as a one-man w ater de­ 
partm ent?

Taipei. 
Reports from Taoyuan said the 
pilot climbed out of his MIG and 
handed his revolver to the Nation­ 
alist base commander. 
Nationalist officials claimed that 
the defection was proof of Chi- 
ang’s assertions of widespread un­ 
rest among Red China’s armed 
forces. 
The government radio quoted 
Liu as saying his defection was 
inspired by the flight of two Com­ 
munist 
airmen 
last 
September. 
They flew a small crop-dusting 
plane to South Korea and later 
came to Form osa. Under the Na­ 
tionalists’ system of awards, they 
received $22,500 in gold.

Romance of IRA Dies 


The end of the Irish Republican arm y’s 
campaign against Northern Island, an­ 
nounced in Dublin, will cause hardly a rip­ 
ple in today’s turbulent world. 
But 
there 
was 
a time 
when 
“The 
Troubles” and Ireland's fight for indepen­ 
dence were more important news, and a 
romantic cause for many Am ericans. That 
ended for the most part in 1922, when the 
revolution won independence for all but 
the six northern counties of Ireland. 
Since then, the militant IRA has been a 
diminishing force. Ireland’s government 
opposes ending partition by violence. With 
no official backing, the IRA was never 
large. Membership peaked at about 400 in 
1954. and today is a handful of 60. The 
army lost its last public sympathy in Nov­ 


ember when a North Irish border guard 
w as murdered — shot in the back. 
And now the romance of the IRA — 
which was largely imaginary — has died. 
The army will campaign to keep Ireland 
out of European alliances which “Might 
lead the country into war.” That is a war 
of words and paper, and no cause for a 
proper rebel 
But what chance 
had the 
TRA 
for 
public attention0 In the five years s i n c e 
the army launched its violence campaign, 
a mere six policemen and nine rebels were 
killed. In Algeria the terrorist S e c r e t 
Army Organization slaughters more t h a n 
that number every day. The IRA cam­ 
paign. mercifully, was sm all potatoes. 
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Ancient Error 


A short tim e ago an Oxford University 
archaeologist discovered 875,400 Roman 
nails under the ruins of one of Agricola's 
fortresses in northeastern Scotland. T h e 
seven tons 
of nails apparently had been 
buried. Why? 
Did it happen when the Caldeonams 
were about to overrun the fort in the first 
century A . D.? The spikes would have been 
hard to carry in the retreat to the Anton- 
ine Wall. 
But another idea com es to mind. Per­ 
haps the Roman quartermaster m iscalcu­ 
lated the needs of the fort’s building crews 
— for the buildings were all constructed. 
Did he then hide the nails to cover up his 
blunder? 


: Or maybe this was a case of logistical 
inefficiency of 1,900 years ago, with t h e 
central quartermaster corps in R o m e 
guilty of the sam e kind of mistake that saw 
Moscow sending Soviet snowplows to Afri­ 
can Guinea and Washington filling an ov­ 
erseas order for 16 desks with 1,600. 
Think what the appropriate investigat­ 
ing committee of the Roman senate would 
have made of the “great nail scandal.” 
The poor quartermaster in the fort pro­ 
bably 
buried 
the nails and then wrote 
them off as lost to the enemy when the 
barbarians took over. 
More than one such error since has been 
covered up this way.

Robert Miller, director of Agri­ 
culture Activities for the C ro ey 
Broadcasting Corp., will be a guest 
speaker for the Circleville Rotary 
Club’s a n n u a l Farm Program 
Thursday.

Miller, voted one of the top 
farm directors for his out-stand­ 
ing service in interpreting agi- 
culture to the public, was born in 
1919 on an Ohio farm.
